Hudson and Essex 
Prices Are Reduced 


New York, June 9.—The Hud- 
son Motor Car Company has 
reduced prices on the Hudson 
and Essex automobiles, accord- 
ing to a despatch received here. 

The price reductions are as

NDIANAPOLIS, June 9.—A national motor show, to be 


The New York and

positions, though well patronized 
by the consumer. The national 
summer show I have in mind would 
Sete gag these displays and 
would be dedicated to the motor- 
ist himself. 

I believe that the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce 
would be the logical body to 
sponsor such an exposition, with 
the responsibility vested in a 
conmmittee of dealers appointed 
by the chamber, whose daty it 
would be to make arrangements 
for the show, interest the manu- 
facturers and the public, direct 
the publicity, and manage the af- 
fair. 

This committee, of course, should 

a thoroughly representative one, 
drawn from every branch of the 
automobile and allied industries. 

With the eyes of the entire au- 
tomotive world centered during the 
last week of May on the Indian- 
‘apolic Speedway, the time and place 
beth would be auspicious for an 
exposition of this kind. 

As I have visioned it, the doors 
could be opened a week before the 
big Memorial Day Sweepstakes, 
when the vanguard of the visiting 
| motorists begins to pour into the 
city. 

The crowds that gather for the 
race alone number approximately 
150,000, and this attendance is the 
greatest by far of that of any sport- 
ing event in America. The addi- 
tional attraction of a motor show 
would swell the attendance by at 
least 50 per cent., and would draw 
motor enthusiasts, dealers, manu- 
facturers, engineers and designers 
from all parts of the United States. 

It is my suggestion that this be 
made more than an automobile 
show—a motor exposition in all 
that the term implies. Here could 
be exhibited every type of gasoline 
propelled vehicle known—motor 
ears, trucks, tractors, motorcycles, 
airplanes, motor boats. 

To stage such an exposition, a 
suitable group of buildings could 
be erected on the infield, the 
manufacturers, perhaps, bearing 
the brunt of the expense. These 
pavilions might be of the type 
that could be thrown open on all 
sides when the weather was pro- 
pitious, or closed and made en- 
tirely comfortable when the 
weather was inclement. 

A considerable advantage 
such a project would be the op- 
portunity it would afford the 
manufacturers actually to demon- 
strate their wares.

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A Two Car Obstacle 


ITH motor transportation occupying the predominant} 

role in American life that it does today, it may be| 
eonceded that the time has come when many families can | 
practically and economically use two motor cars. If the | 
father of the family uses the car a good part of the time for} 
business purposes, as is frequently the case, a second car to} 
care for shopping, school and other duties of the rest of the 
family is a necessity. 

A. R. Kroh of the National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association recently advised salesmen to sell their 
customers on the idea of keeping their old cars for 
“rough work,” instead of making the new vehicle do 
everything. This is a perfectly logical sales argument, 
which will help relieve the used car situation and, as we 
remarked above, every household can use a second car. 

One of the most serious obstacles to increasing the 
number of two car families is that of added expense. We} 
do not mean the actual cost of operating and maintaining 
the extra car, but the taxes, insurance and outside expenses, 
which are doubled by the keeping of a second vehicle. There 
js no doubt that two car sales are going to become more and 
more frequent from now on, but it is to the interest of every 
automotive merchant and salesman to see that these extras 
are brought down to the lowest possible figure. The owner 
of a car who purposes trading it in for a new model and 
gets the suggestion from the salesman that he keep the old 
car for rough work will stop and figure up. First he loses 
the exchange value of his old car, then he must pay any 
where from $50 to $150 for insurance, say $15 for license 














plates and figure on a generous amount of gasoline and 
personal property taxes. Frequently, after considering the 
matter carefully he will decide that one car will have to do, 
in spite of the fact that he and his family could use two 
vehicles to advantage. The added expenses are enough to 
turn the tide in many cases. 

The lesson in all this is that to develop the two car field 
as it should be from this time onward, we must work for the 
elimination or reduction of added costs of owning a car. 
Lower insurance, fuel taxes reduced to the lowest possible 
levels, other taxes held within reason and some arrangement 
whereby the owner of two cars can get plates for one at less 
than the single car figure. There is no reason why the 
ordinary processes of wholesaling cannot apply to motor 
maintenance and thereby help develop the increasing two 


car field. 
Deadly Lights 


: the United States in the last year 14,682 accidents 
and 3,167 deaths were the result of faulty headlights.” 
The statistics are quoted from a recent speech by Frank A. 
Pim of Washington. We presume that they are accurate, 
at any rate accidents in night driving are far too frequent. 
Not long ago Robbins Stoeckel, motor vehicle com- 
missioner of Connecticut, who is probably as well 
informed on this subject as any one in the country, made 
the statement to the Automotive Daily News that a 
majority of the faulty lights now on the highways were 
due to maladjustment of equipment that normally is 
perfectly safe. The average car owner does not take 
the trouble to adjust his lights. That is a broad state- 
ment, but we believe it is perfectly true. Unless actual 
breakage takes place, most car owners never have the 
lights checked up to see that the safety factor is present. 
Now this is where the automotive dealer can help. He 
can urge his clients, whenever they come in to have any work 
done, to have their lights tested and adjusted if they need it. 
This might not cure the faulty lighting evil, but it would 
tertainly cut down the really alarming percentage of lights 
that do not function safely, simply because they are not 





properly adjusted.

According to reports of the cor- 
poration there was sold from the 
plant in 1925 waste material total- 
ing $1,500,000. Scrap iron, steei 
and non-ferrous metals form 
bulk of such sales. 

An amount nearly equal to this 
was saved in reclaiming various 
kinds of material for further use 
in the plant. Prices of this so- 
called waste material ranged 
from $6 a ton for low grade iron 
scrap to $1,000 a ton for metal 
having a tin content, 

So highly systematized 
salvage department of Dodge 
Brothers, Inc., that the greater 
portion of its scrap iron, steel and 
paper may move direct from the 
plant to the mills for consumptiot 
without further sorting. 

The largest item in this salvage 
operation is the collection of Cast 
iron borings, turnings, flashings 
steel sheet clippings and non-fer- 
rous metals. 

Borings coming mainly from the 
cylinder department are carefully 
swept up from beneath each ma- 
chine after each shift of workmen, 
placed in small steel cars and taken 
to bins for future delivery, or 
hoisted direct into railroad freight 
ears for immediate shipment to 
furnaces. 

Great quantities of turnings 
and drillings, resulting from ma- 
chinings of forgings and making 
screw machine parts, are trans- 
ferred direct to huge crushers, 
where they are ground into fine 
parts and then dumped into 
freight cars for movement to the 
consuming mills. Under this 
method of crushing, freight cars 
are loaded to forty or fifty tons. 
Under the old method no such 
tonnage could be obtained, and 
thus a huge saving in freight 
charges is.made. Dodge Brothers 
use four of these crushers on 
turnings. 

In handling the non-ferrous 
scrap, such as brass, copper and 
Babbitt metal, extreme care is used 
by sweepers in collecting it from 
the pans under the machines. This 
scrap is segregated in steel drums 
and held until such time the 
market conditions warrant its sale 
at a fair price. 

It is in the salvage of lumber and 
boxes, particularly, that Dodge 
Brothers, Inc., have been most suc- 
cessful. In the _ reclamation of 
boxes alone a saving which totals 
several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually is made.
